ain to prevent goods, even contraband, 
going wholesale to the enemy, but 1 
don’t understand that this is the atti- 
tude of the United States or any other 
Government." 

Contrasts Attitude of Germany. 

Sir Edward in scathing terms con- 
trasted Germany's attitude in regard 
to neutrals with the British attitude 
and sald: 

“If ever there was a war in which we 
and our allies could employ recognized 

rights to their utmost ex- 
tent, it was this war. What would have 
been said by neutrals if we had done 
what Germany has done?”

On the question as to whether the de- 
cision of the contraband committee 
could be overridden, the Secretary re- 
plied in the affirmative and instanced 
the case of the steamer Stockholm, 
which was of extreme interest to Swe- 
den. The steamer had been seized 
while making her first trip in the service 
of a new line, but on request of the 
Swedish Government was released, on 
the Government giving the required as- 
surance respecting the destination of 
her cargo. 

The Secretary insisted on the im- 
portance of retaining the good will of 
neutrals in order to facilitate obtaining 
supplies of munitions and other prod- 
ucts for the allies, declaring that Great 
Britain had no right wrongfully to in- 
terfere with neutrals obtaining neces- 
sary supplies for themselves. 

Tou have no right to make neutrals 
suffer,“ he declared. He contended that 
it would be impossible to establish an 
effective line of blockade and forbid all 
ships to go through, adding: 

“Neither could we put every cargo in 
prize court. If we had done that the 
war might possibly have been over by 
now, only the whole world would have 
been against us and we and our allies 
would have collapsed under the general 
resentment of the whole world. There- 
fore, if such lines are established we 
must allow ships for neutral ports with 
bona fide neutral cargoes to go through. 

His Definition of a Blockade. 

“What I understand is meant when 
you say ‘blockade’ is that you are going 
to discriminate, and that is exactly 
what is now being done.“ 
The Secretary repudiated the idea that 
a technical blockade would be more 
palatable to neutral countries and said: 
“If anybody wishes to realize the jus- 
tification of our presen policy, he has 
only to read the correspondence with 
the United States. If he wished to read 
the objections taken to it—objactions 
which any sort of policy might meet 
with, he can read the American notes 
to Great Britain, especially the last one, 
which has not yet been answered.“ 


In this connection Sir Edward said 
that consulation with France was with 
a view to pursuing not merely the same 
policy but to justify it by the same 
arguments and put the same case before 
the world. 

On the general question he said that 
the Government “was trying to avoid 
friction with the neutrals by securing 
agreements, not with the Governments, 
but with the traders; to facilitate dis- 
crimination between genuine and en- 
emy goods. He laid stress on the fact 
that Great Britain had a duty to- 
wards the allies in this matter, al- 
though he. added, that if Great Britain 
had no allles, doubt) she would have 
done pr y the e thing. 


BRITISH LABOR CONVENTION 
VOTES AGAINST CONSCRIPTION 


Tally of Ballots Shows 1,796,000 to 
219,000—Military Service Bill 
Opposed. 

BRISTOL, England, Jan. 27.—A res- 
olution protesting in the name of the 
National Labor Party against the 
adoption of conscription in any form, 
was passed by the Labor Congress 
today by a card vote of 1,796,000 

against 219,800. 

The resolution follows: 

“Resolved, that this National La- 
bor Party protests emphatically 
against the adoption of conscription 
in any form, as it is against the 
spirit of British democracy and full 
of danger to the liberties of the peo- 
ple.“ 

When the delegates assembled to- 
dav they found this resolution on 
their tables and also one on the mil- 
itary service bill which last night 
passed its third reading in the House 
of Lords. 

The other resolution placed before 
the congress follows: 

“This conference declares its op- 
position to the military service bill, 
and in the event of its becoming a 
law decides to agitate for its repeal.’ 

The conference yesterday adopted 
two resolutions expressing the patri- 
otic resolve to carry the war 
through.

Leonard Crew, who said he Was a 
private detective, Hving at 1622A South 
Compton avenue told a reporter he wae 
the first person to enter the Thornburg 
home after the shooting. He said he 
found the woman's body lying face 
downward on the flowr and when he 
was about to turn the body over to 
look at the face, Mrs. Thornburg warned

“Crew said Mrs. Thornburg told him 
her son, George, had been waiting out- 
side to see the burglar and had beer 
looking over a front fence when the 
window was forced open.

Analysis ot the good roads campaign 
in St. Louis County. shows that the 
$3,000,000 bond issue, to be voted upon ri 
a special election Feb. 15, will receive 
the necessary two-thirds majority if 
90 per cent of the voters in unincorpy- 
rated territory and o per cent of the 
voters in the incorporated towns vote 
for the bonds. 

The Campaign Committee of the Per- 
manent Roads and Bridges Assoctation 
believes that fully 90 per cent of the 
farmers and home owners not living in 
the incorporated towns will vote “or the 
bonds, and that probably 40 per cent 
of the voters of the cities and towns 
will support the issue. 

At the last general election 16,199 votes 
were cast in the county. The Campai:{.1 
Committee estimates that not more than 
5000 votes will be cast at the special 
election it the weather should be 9a 
The vote of the incorporated cities and 
towns at the last election was 43,1. con- 
siderably less than one-third of the to- 
tal vote of the county. 

Drvision of Payment. 

Tne assessed valuation of the property 
in the incorporated towns is 1, 000, 00 
while the entire assessed valuation is 
$68,000,000. These figures show that the 
incorporated towns would have to pay 
ess than one-rnird of the cost of the 
good roads imprcvemeuts if the bones 
shovld yass. The assessed valuatior. 
of the farm lands is %26,000,000. The 
farmers would have to pay only a little 
more than one-third of the cost of im- 
proving the roads. The value of all the 
61,277 town lots in the county for tax- 
paying purposes is $23,461,700. The own- 
ers of this class of property would par 
a little more than one-third of the <ost 
of good roads. 

Ine tax records of St. Louis Couaty 
show that there are only 237 taxpayers 
assessed at tnore than $5000. 

The assessments of the small home 
owners of St. Louis County vary from 
$500 to $1000, while the assessments of 
the majority of the average home on- 
ers are not in excess of $2000. 

The owner of a home assessed at $500 
would contribute a tax of $1 a year to 
help pay for the road improvements, 
and the owner of a home assessed at 
$1000 would pay $2 a year, according to 
statistics compiled by the Good Road 
Association. 

Analysis of Cost. 

Harry B. Hawes, member of the Ux- 
ecutive Committee of the association, in 
the speeches he is delivering in the 
county, is showing the voters just what 
it will cost them if the bond issue 
should carry. 

“The question,” he says, has been 
frequently asked by individuals, ‘What 
will this cost me?’ 

“A man owning taxable property to 
the value of $10,000 is assessed at only 
40 per cent of its real value, or $4000, 
His total road tax, therefore, would be 
$8 a year, or 66 2-3 cents a month. 

“But the property of the average 
man is valued at far less than $10,000. 
If we reduce his taxable wealth to 
$5000, he would pay each year N, or 
33 1-8 cents a month. 

Taking the average cost of a cigar 
at 10 cents, the owner of the $10,000 
worth of property, by cutting out six 
cigars a month, can pay hia road tax. 

„Or, the owner of $6000 worth of prop- 
erty, by cutting out three cigars a 
month, can pay his tax.

them he had been at work since arriving 
in New York. He added that it may be 
that my mind works xs'owly, but I have 
always thought that there were things 
which should be built slowly and there- 
fore made more lasting.

The President admitted to the suf- 
fragettes he had promised several 
months ago to discuss with leaders of 
Congress the suffrage question, but that 
other matters of legislation had come 
which he thought should take prefer- 
ence over everything else.

Deep silence greeted his reiteration of 
his opposition to the Federal suffrage 
amendment, but other portions of his 
address were marked by applause. 

‘Mrs. Tiffany Dyer, Mrs. Bruere and 
Mrs. Beard spoke before the President. 
They asked that while he was working 
out his preparedness program he should 
remember that no scheme of defense 
would be adequate which did not include 
the mobilization of women. While speak- 
ing in the Middle West for national de- 
fense, they asked that he also advocate 
woman suffrage. 

The President reminded the women 
that he had voted for suffrage in 
New Jersey and promised if the ques- 
tion came to a vote there again he 
would again vote for it. As the Presi- 
dent completed his address. several 
women shook hands with him and he 
returned to his apartments.

PRESIDENT WILL 
SPEAK IN COLISEUM 
AFTER BREAKFAST 


President Wilson will speak, at 10:39 
on the morning of Thursday, Feb. 3, in 
the St. Louis Coliseum, where the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention will open 
June 14. His theme will be national pre- 
paredness. 

Objections, telegraphed to Washing- 
ton, to the Business Men’s League plan 
for a breakfast address at the Planters 
Hotel, which but 600 or 700 invited guests 
would hear, caused the announcement 
last night that the President would 
make his one St. Louis address at the 
Coliseum, and that the breakfast would 
be a speechless one. 

The invitations to the breakfast, sent 
to 200 members of the Business Men's 
League, will stand, and the League 
hopes to get at least 600 acceptances, at 
$3 a plate. The breakfast will be served 
without alcoholic beverages. 

A detailed outline, covering the entire 
time of the President’s stay here, was 
sent to him by wire, this morning, for 
his approval. While awaiting a reply, 
James E. Smith, chairman of the League 
Committee, said he had no program to 
announce beyond the one contained in 
the message received from Secretary 
Tumulty last night. This message said: 

Your three telegrams received. The 

President is glad to accept the sug- 

gestion that he should address a 

public meeting in the Coliseum. Con- 

sider program as definitely settled, 
as outlined in your messages, as fol- 
lows: At 830, escort from train to 

Planters Hotel; breakfast with Busi- 

ness Men's League; address public 

meeting at Coliseum; return to train. 

Have wired Gov. Francis. 

The President’s train leaves for the 
East at 12:04 p. m. The arrival from 
Kansas City is at 8 p. m., but the Pres- 
ident will not be disturbed until a half- 
hour later. 

The mention of Francis, in Tumulty's 
telegram, related to a telegram, sent to 
the President by Francis, urging him 
to make a public address in some large 
hall, rather than an address to a more 
restricted audience in the hotel dining 
room. After receiving this message, 
Tumulty wired Smith, and the three 
telegrams from Smith, which he men- 
tioned, related to the place fcr such 
an address. After consultation with of- 
ficers of the League, Smith recommend- 
ed the Coliseum, rather than the Mer- 


gested. Suggestions of downtown 
theater were not seriously. considered. 

Mrs. Wilson, it was announced, will 
sit on the platform at the Coliseum 
meeting, with the small committee of 
Women who will be appointed as her 
St. Louls hostesses.

The moving picture lacks psychology. It 
shows only actual objects and occur 
rences, and it does not suggest action, 
cause and effect, to the imagination, as 
the spoken word does. It lends itself to 
scenes of pageantry, as in ““The Birth 
of a Nation,” but the range of subjects 
which can be successfully used in that 
way is narrow, and the producers are 
now finding it impossible to repeat their 
biggest successes. The smaller picture 
rouses in New York are closing, and the 
bigger ones are feeling a withdrawal of 
support. 

“Meanwhile, the moving picture is find- 
ing its place as a means of ‘education. 
Its portrayals of natural history and of 
travel, as in Sir Douglas Mawson’s Ant- 
arctic pictures, are wonderful, and it 
can be used in teaching mechanical 
methods, and even for instruction in 
surgery and pathology. It will widen 
its scope in education, as it declines in 
theatrical importance. 

“The moving picture shows have taken 
eway a part of the patronage of the 
theaters. This will tend to come back, 
and it is unfortunate that there is no es- 
tablished theater, either in St. Louis or 
in other cities, to which the public can 
look confidently for the best forms of 
umusement and entertainment. 


. The “Follies” Standard. 
At present, in St. Louis and in other 


cities, Forbes-Robertson in ‘Hamlet’ 
tiays a local theater one week and the 
Follies play the same house the next 
week. I am not finding fault with the 
Follles—we have always had and will 
always have, that form of entertain- 
ment. The unfortunate thing, however, 
is that shows of the Follies type set the 
standard which other theatrical enter- 
prises are expected to meet, in box-office 
receipts, and a play which fails of the 
crowded houses and the big receipts is 
regarded as a failure. 

Under the present system everything 
depends on making a Broadway success, 
and while this has an unfavorable ef- 
fect on the public, it is also very hard 
on the actor. He must rehearse six or 
seven weeks, and if the show does not 
‘go’ may then get only one week's pay. 
A succession of experiences of this kind, 
and a salary of $150 a week may mean, 
in actual money, only $500 or $600 a vear. 

The best interest of both actors and 
public would be served by theaters 
which would guarantee steady employ- 
ment to the actor, and worthy enter- 
tainment to the public. This would, 
necessarily, follow the stock company 
system, and provision would have to be 
made for the first few years, at least, to 
meet a deficit. 

Why New Theater Failed, 
The failure of the New Theater in 
New York is often used as an argument 
against such a plan. The New Theater 
was a splendid example of doing things 
as they should not be done. Essential 
things were sacrificed to the idea of 
forming an outside theatrical connec- 
tion which should afford routings for 
the productions on the road. The house 
built was utterly unadapted to its pur- 
pose. Not only money but brains must 
be given to the working out of plans for 
the theater of the future.“ 

Coburn, in a talk Tuesday before the 
St. Louis chapter of the Drama League 
of America, spoke unfavorably of the 
use of press agent material in newspa- 
pers regarding theatrical attractions. 
He said, in explaining this further, that 
he believed it was not principally the 
fault of newspapers that the psychology 
of advertising had been abused. 

“So much has been said in exploita- 
tion of poor or commonplace attrac 
tions,“ he said, “that when a newspaper 
writer sincerely wishes to commend a 
worthy attraction to the public's atten- 
tion he can say nothing which will dif- 
ferentiate it, in the minds of many 
readers, from the other things they 
have been reading about.

A memorial on atrocities committed 
by Russian troops upon German inhap- 
ftants and German prisoners of war“ has 
been prepared by the German Govern- 
ment, aes 3 

This document, which is marked “offi- 
cial,” has never been made public in 
the Kaiser's domains. It is kept in read- 
iness for use when the proper moment 
presents itself. It will, no doubt, form 
an important factor in any negotiations 
for peace as far as actual damages cre 
concerned, in the official dealings be- 
tween Russia and Germany. 

The fact that this official document is 
on hand also goes to prove how thor- 
oughly the Germans are prepared for any 
emergency, war as well as peace. 

The document has been secured by The 
Post-Dispatch through the courtesy of 
Herr Arthur von Gwinner, director of 
the Deutsche Bank, the largest banking 
institution in Germany, and himself a 
member of the Herrenhaus, or House of 
Lords of Prussia. In presenting this 
most remarkable document to the staff 
correspondent of The Post-Dispatch 
Herr yon Gwinner wrote on his card: 

“This is official, but has not been pub- 
lished in Germany for fear of arousing 
passions of cruelty or revenge.“ 

The official document is prefaced by 2 
„Deakschrift,“ or memorial, a sort of 
resume of the investigatiohs conducted 
by military and other officials in Ger- 
many. It says: 

The Russian troops have committed 
atrocities in this war which are un- 
reconcilable with the laws of humanity 
and the usages of civilzed peoples, and 
characterize their mode of carrying on 
war as indisputably barbarous. These 
atrocities were not only committed upon 
the peaceful inhabitants whose land was 
occupied by Russian troops, but were 
miso directed against German soldiers 
who were opposing them in honorable 
combat and had the misfortune to be 
taken prisoners. . 
KAecording to the statements append- 
ed, these atrocities are not confined to 
single instances of brutality and out- 
rage, but have occurred at so many 
different points, and such beastly dee.is 
have been committed by so many troop 
units, that it must be concluded that 
there prevails in a large part of the 
Russian army a desire to commit inhu- 
man acts of cruelty. Of the great nutn- 
ber of cases already known, the appen- 
¢éix contains only those which have been 
officially investigated, especially those 
testified to under oath, officially reported 
through the army and incontestably veri- 
fied. These instances can, therefore, 
only be considered as sample cases of 
the innumerable ones which have ac- 
tually occurred. 

Entire Villages Burned. 

“The whole world knows that, in 
consequence of the Russian barbarous 
manner of waging war, previously flour- 


Ishing districts of East Prussia now 


present a picture of hopeless devasta- 
tion; that entire villages have been 
burned jdown and lald waste: that the 
peaceful inhabitants have been compelle.i 
to flee in order to escape being robbed 
and murdered, leaving behind them all 
their | 

“According to official investigations 
thousands of men, women and chih 
dren were dragged away, other thou- 
sands murdered, about 20,000 buildings 
were destroyed or burned during the 
first and second Russian invasion of 
East Prussia. During the second in- 
vasion alone 8,000 dwellings were 
plundered and desolated. Also, the last 
Russian expedition against Memel may 
be characterised as a villainous raid 
combined with all kinds of infamous 
crimes, The brutal acts and cruelties 
to which individual inhabitants have 
been subjected are clearly set forth in 
the appendices. 

“Russian troops have stolen, robbed, 
plundered and maliciously destroyed in 
every conceivable manner mobile prop- 
erty of the poor as well as the rich. 
Cattle and utensils were taken away 
without being paid for or certificates of 
credit given in exchange. Men and 
women were obliged to turn over their 


pleased the individual soldier was sto- 
len; houses were often plundered by 


his infamots orders to kill all German 
foresters—was immediately shot. Even 
the aged women and children did not 
escape the murderous frenzy of the 
Russian soldier. 


. Child Nailed to Door. 
‘The murder of a little child between 


two and three years of age was partic- 
ularly cruel. Investigations show how 
terrible was the end of a whole family 
which fell victims of the Russian sol- 
dier’s lust for mur The father was 
nailed to a table, e child to a door, 
and thé mother’s breasts were cut off 
and her abdomen slit open. 

“In another instance the tongues of 
the husband and wife were nailed to 
the table, and they finally died through 
loss of blood and hunger.” 

Information regarding the cruel treat- 
ment of German prisoners of war by 
the Russian troops will be found in ad- 
ditional appendices. In numerous cases 
German soldiers who were taken pris- 
oners were robbed, spat upon or other- 
wise illtreated without any reason. A 
Russian officer threatened some Ger- 
man soldiers with death because they 
would not betray their comrades and 
had one of them shot. 

“Russian troops placed German pris- 
oners in arrow excavations before 
their gun positions, apparently with the 
intention that they would be killed by 
shots from German guns. Cossacks

2 U.S. SOLDIERS 
FROM KIDNAPERS 


Artillerymen ‘Who Had Been 
Taken South From Border, Put 
Back by Carranza Men. 


BROWNSVILLE,” Tex., Jan. 27.— 
Private William C. Wheeler and Viggo 
Federson of Battery D, Fourth Field 
Artillery, who were kidnaped late yes- 
terday by Mexicans and taken south 
from the border, were rescued by Car- 
ranza soldiers and brought to Mata- 
moros today, crossing the international 
bridge into the United States at 11 
o clock. 

A searching party had been sent out 
from Matamoros by Col: J. R. Quintanil- 
la, commander of the border in the ab- 
sence of Gen. Alfredo Ricaut, and at 
some early morning hour the Americans 
were found. They were dressed in Mex- 
jean clothes when they reached the 
American side. 

Lieuts. Mort, Payton and Waldron 
late last night were ordered arrested 
by Major-General Funston for leading a 
party of 14 American troopers into 
Mexico in an attempt to rescue the 
two troopers. 

In this expedition four American 
troopers were drowned attempting to 
swim across the Rio Grande. Others 
penetrated Mexico, but returned with- 
out having accomplished the object of 
their mission. A prelonged crossfire 
took place during these operations, but 
no one was wounded. It is said that 
the Mexicans engaged were not sol- 
diers. 

According to reports received here the 
trouble started when four members of 
10 
Grande at Progreso. Two of them, 
Wheeler and Pederson, were taken pris- 
oners by two armed Mexican civilians 
and marched into the interior. The 
other two soldiers swam back to the 
American side, several shots being fired 
from the southern side of the river. 

Nearly an hour later, Lieutenants 
Mort, Payton and Waldron, with 13 
artillerymen and one cavalryman, 
swam the river under protection of 
gunfire from the American side. On 
the Mexican shore they are said to nave 
searched two Mexican houses without 
finding any trace of Wheeler and Ped- 
erson. On their return to the Amer- 
ican side an hour later they were fired 
upon ten or twelve times by men in the 
Mexican brush. 

Major-General Funston said the blame 
apparently rested with persons on the 
American side of the border, and that 
he had issued the strictest orders to 
officers and men not to cross the Rio 
Grande under any circumstances. 

Bad feeling has existed between Mexi- 
cans and Americans in the Progreso dis- 
trict since last summer, when there 
were many conflicts there during Mex- 
ican bandit operations. Two American 
soldiers were killed in that yicinity. 


Funston Reports Drowning of Four 
Men in Rie Grande, Capture of Two. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Major-Gen- 
eral Funston reported to the War De- 
partment today the drowning of four 
and the capture of two American sol- 
diers near Brownsville, Tex., yesterday. 
His dispatch, dated yesterday, con- 
tained a report by Maj. Anderson, Com- 
mander of the Twelfth Cavalry, which 
says: 

“The following men were drowned 
while swimming to other side: Sergt. 
Owen Clements, Corporal Michael F. 
Ring, Private Harry A. Rhode, all of 
Battery D, Fourth Field Artillery, and 
Private Charles D. Wilton-Best, Troop 
A, Twelfth Cavalry. 

“All bodies carried away by swift, 
muddy current and not yet recovered, 
Search being made. 

“The following named men still in 
hands of Mexicans on other side: Pri- 


vate Willlam C. Wheeler and Private 
iggo Pedersen, Battery D, Fourth 
Field Artillery.“ 
Major-General Funston, 
ting the report, said: 


“Col. Blocksom has ordered. Lieu- 
tenants Mort, Peyton and Walderon 
to be placed in arrest and Capt. Mc- 
Broom, Twenty-eighth Infantry, has 
been placed in command of camp. 7 
have directed Col. Plummer, Twenty- 
eighth Infantry, to send oue of his 
field officers to investigate. Mr. Gar- 
za, Mexican Consul, has been in- 
formed of exact contents of Maj. 
Anderson’s telegram and of arrest of 
three officers concerned. He has gone 
to Matamoros to inform commanding 
General there and to ask that imme- 
diate search be made for Privates 
Wheeler and Pederson. The Mexicans 
on other side were not in uniform.” 

War Department records show that 
Clements came from Rays Millis, Ga.; 
that Michael F. Ring came from New 
York City and that his mother re- 
sides at Lenox, Mass.; that Rhode 
came from Cherry Creek, N. Y., Best 
from Portland, Ore., Wheeler from 
East Boston, Mass., and Viggo Peder- 
gen from Chicago. 

It was stated at thé State Depart- 
ment that for American troops under 
arms to cross the Mexican border, 
even in pursuit of bandits who may 
have comitted an illegal act, might 
be considered a hostile act.

Slayer of Wife Was Acquitted at 
Como After Five Years 
in Prison. : 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—It was as f his 
tragedy of wife slaying of nearly Six 
years were now the sensation of the 


hour when young Porter Charlton came 
down the gangplank of the Italian liner 
America last night. He descended 
against a pombardment of camera flash- 
lights. A big crowd had fought its way 
inside the inclosed pier, and another 
crowd strained at the heavy chains 
thrown across the street entrance i- 
nally, with J. W. Johnston of the West- 
tern Electric Co., a family friend, te 
fought his way through the crowu tv 
a taxicab. 

“I had thought tt was all over,“ he 
said later to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, to whom he talked of his 
life in an Italian prison, his trial and 
his movements since his release at} 
Como. 

From June 23, 1910, when he landed 
at Hoboken in flight from Lake Como, 
Italy, where he had left his wife's body 
sunk in a trunk, until Nov. 29, 1915, 
Chariton was imprisoned—in America 
three years and one month awaiting 
extradition to the place of his crime, 
and in Como two years and two months. 
That experience and the murder which 
he committed when he was taunted 
by the middle-aged woman he had mar- 
ried when he was little more than 21, 
until, in an outburst of rage, he strucxr: 
her on the head with a hammer, have 
left Charlton’s youth astoundingly un- 
touched. He still looks like a boy. 

In a degree his short stature and slim 
figure account for it, but his jaunty 
golden red curls, delicacy of features 
and clear-skinned, nearly beardless face 
helped the impression. The only appar- 
ent mark of his tragedy is three fire 
wrinkles crossing his forehead. 

Grateful to Lawyers. 

After telling of the voyage from 
Naples and the fear of submarines while 
in the Mediterranean. Chariton ex- 
pressed -his gratitude for the lawyers 
who defended him at his trial. 

“First of all,’’ he said, I would like 
to thank publicly former Judge John 
Palmieri of New York. From the first 
he aided me wisely and I am afraid 
with small compensation. He practically 
prepared my defense on this side of the 
water. He and his wife visited me in 
Italy. He secured the attendance of 
the alienists whose depositions as to my 
mental condition before and after what 
happened caused the charge against me 
to be made of unintentional homicide. 

“Of course I never intended to kill 
mir wife. I was utterly horror stricken 
when I found what I had done. It is 
true, as the home newspapers said, 
that | wept when I was taken from the 
American jail to Italy to face my trial. 
1 could not know whether I would be 
understood. I was very near hopeless 
But the two Italian officers sent for 
me treated me with greater kindness 
and courtesy than I had in the least 
expected. I felt absolutely friendless 
when they left me at Como. and with 
good reason at the time. You know 
Italian laws and justice are not like 
ours. Over there your are guilty until 
proven innocent. You have no privi- 
leges in the prison while you await 
trial. I was placed in solitary con- 
finement. * 

Jam not going to tell a horror story. 
I could, But I won't. There were too 
many kindnesses. It is enough, isn’t it, 
when I say I was in solitary con- 
finement?. I was solitary. I had a 
little cell with a board floor. The 
boards so far apart my foot would 
sometimes slip through them. Under- 
neath was a cellar dungeon. 

“Outside my cell was a tiny pateh 
of yard in which I was allowed to exer- 
cise once a day for an hour. I had 
writing materials, books and newspapers 
and I learned a great deal of Italian. 
But eight months all alone! The guards 
who fed me were not permitted to talk 
with me. Finally I got up ‘nerve to 


intolerable loneliness. 

“There was some delay, but my re- 
quest was granted. I was allowed out 
in company,’ as it was expressed. There 
were four other prisoners. They were 
three small court clerks who got wages 
they couldn’t live on and had resorted 
to petty thefts, and the director of a 
telephpne company, a cultured man. I 
rracticed my Italian on them and they 
helped me politely. 

Was Only Witness for Himself. 

My trial was a fair one. The wit- 
nesses against me were inclined to be 
Ciscursive, but the Presiding Justice 
tharply brought them down to a recital 
of facts. I was my only witness and 
J must admit he handled me in the same 
fashion. He cut my story, as 1 had 
fermulated it, all % pieces, and held mo 
Strictly to legal evidence. He brought 
out points for and against me impar- 
tially. When I wasn’t on the stand I 
sat in a cage. 

From the first it was agreed that I 
ad committed an unintentional murder 
Then came the question of my responsi- 
tility. In this there are two degrees— 
fill responsibility or semi - -responsibil. 
ity. . My alienist contended that I was 
wholly irresponsible at the time I killed 
my wife; the others said I was about 
iniiway between semi- “responsibility and 
responsibility. 

“When it came to telling my own 
story, I spoke Itaiian altogether. I was 
at a high nervous :ension. I could speak 
the language fluently, but sometimes 1 
had difficulty in understanding the 
~ adge, who spoke rapidly." 

Former Judge Palmieri and his wife 
were the first to greet Chariton when 
he came down the Kangplank.

WIDENING HEARINGS 
~ ARE NEAR AN END 


A. H. Frederick Was One of 
Commissioners and Work 
Had to Be Done Over. 


The three Commissioners appointed by 
the Circuit Court to fix benefits and 
damages in the proposed widening of 


Washington avenue, between Jefferson 
and Grand avenues, from 60 to 8 feet, 
is nearing the completion of its work, 
after a nine months’ delay, caused by 
the downfall of A. H. Frederick, now in 
the penitentiary. Frederick was one of 
the Commissioners until after the ex- 
posure of his deed of trust frauds, last 
April, and when his place was’ filled by 
the appointment of Louis Nolte, former 
Sheriff, it was found that most of the 
work, which had taken 15 months, would 
have to be done over. 

The other Commissioners are William 
B. Homer, former Circuit Judge, and 
Edward A. Raithel, lawyer and mem- 
ber of the Board of Education. To make 
the Commissioners’ work legally bind- 
ing it was necessary that Nolte should 
gain the same personal acquaintance 
with the facts which Frederick had. So 
the hearings, which had been nearly 
finished, had to be recommenced, with 
the same attention to detail as before. 

Three hearings a week are being 
held by the commissioners. Some- 
times the consideration of a single 
piece of property, in its relation to 
the improvement, will take parts of 
the time of several sessions. 

3 
at $700,000, has proven to be higher 
than was at first expected and has 
raised questions as to the boundaries 
of the district to be benefited by the 
improvement. A plan to reduce the 
estimated cost by about $100,000 has 
been suggested to the commissioners 
by G. William Senn, Assistant City 
Counselor. 

Senn’s plan is to permit a number 
of old buildings which project two 
feet or less over the new building 
line of the widened street to remain 
as they are so long as the buildings 
stand. This privilege would be grant- | 
ed by the passing of an ordinance] 
extending an easement to the owners 
of such buildings. New structures of 
course would not be permitted to ex- 
tend over the new building line. 
Senn got this idea from noticing that 
a part of the Central (negro) Baptist 
Church, at Washington and Ewing ave- 
nues, which is the old Pilgrim Congre- 
gational edifice, projects three feet over 
the old building line, and apparently 
has not caused any great public incon- 
venience thereby in the nearly 50 years 
that it has stood there. Therefore, he 
thinks, it will be feasible to grant a 
like privilege to some buildings which 
probably will disappear in a few years 
anyway. This plan, Seen says, will 
gave the destruction of many building 
fronts that come a few inches over the 
proposed new line. One of them is the 
5-story building of the St. Louis Brass 
Co., 2615 Washington avenue. 

The City Plan Commission Tuesday 
approved a plan which, if adopted, 
might do away with the need for widen- 
ing Washington avenue at all. It is to 
turn the Page cars into Lucas avenue at 
Jefferson avenue, or some cross street 
east of Jefferson. This would leave the 
whole width of Washington avenue free 
for traffic. 

The ordinafice provides for adding 10 
feet to either side of Washington ave- 
nue from Jefferson to Grand, and for 
increasing the width at Jefferson and 
at Grand to create a plaza effect. If 
the present 12-foot width from the build- 
ing line to the curb line is preserved, 
the roadway proper will be increased 
from 36 to 56 feet by the change. 

As now defined by the Commissioners, 
the benefit district includes the district 
from Biddle street and Easton avenue 
on the north to Market street, Vande- 
venter and Manchester avenues on the 
south, and from the river to the western 
city limits. It will be the Commissior-

The object of the organization is good. Thel 
opposition is based on a sound principle. We do 
not believe that segregation measures, discrim- 
inating between citizens and fixing the locations 
in which they may own property and live, are in 
accord either with American principles or the 
Constitution of the United States. They are cer- 
tainly contrary to the spirit if not the letter of 
constitutional liberty. They are un-American. 

Undoubtedly the conditions now existing, in 
cities particularly, create a problem difficult to 
deal with. Race prejudice is a fact, not a the- 
ory, and some concessions of strict principle have 
to be made to avoid trouble in emergencies. But 
serious as the consequences of the mixture of the 
ruces sometimes are, we do not believe it to be 
wise to violate the principles of liberty and justice 
in order to save a few individuals from loss and 
trouble. The present conditions entail loss to in- 
dividuals, but the enforcement of segregation af- 
fects fundamental principles and thus may bear 
upon the welfare of all the people. 

Self-interest and prejudice may make segrega- 
tion popular enough to carry, but we do not be- 
lieve it will survive. We believe that in the 
long run temporary victory for segregation will 
end in permanent defeat. Certainly intelligent 
people who see the significance and the inevitable 
drift of such a measure should vote against it. 
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MR. WILSON AT THE COLISEUM. 

Local sentiment on the plan to make an ex- 
clusive affair of the President's visit to St. Louis

One part of the national defense speech deliv- 
ered by James R. Mann, the Republican leader of 
the House, ought to be committed to memory by 
every member of Congress: 

I think, then, that we ought to provide 
these great forces; that it ought to be con- 
sidered an emergency matter, entirely apart 
from the ordinary routine or expense of gov- 
ernment, without regard to partisanship or 
party lines. If England and France and Ger- 
many and Italy can consider these proposi- 
tions without party lines, a country like ours 
ought to be able to sweep aside mere par- 
tisan considerations and try all to stand to- 
gether, loyal to our country, in the effort to 
aid the Administration of our Government. 
That is the only spirit in which the Congress of 

the United States can afford to act in considering 
the defense of the nation. 7 

If the Republicans of the House and Senate 
measure up to the standard of patriotism defined 
by Mr. Maun, the preparedness bills will be en- 
acted into law and the necessary money appro- 
priated to carry out the army and navy pro- 
grams. 

There are many Democrats who oppose the 
President's recommendations. on the theory that 
national defense is militarism. There are Repub- 
licans who oppose. them for the same reason and 
other Republicans who would commit the country 
to schemes of military expansion that the coun- 
try will not tolerate.

. Favers Nonpartisan Body, 
The letter was — to one 


the President sent Kitchin Monday, in 
which he.gave his idea of what a Tariff 
Commission should be, and urged that 
the commission to consider the matter 
be created immediately. He favored a 
nonpartisan body. 

I have changed my mind,“ says the 
President's latest letter, because all 
the circumstances of the world have 
changed and it seems to me in view of 
the extraordinary and  farreaching 
changes which the European war has 
brought about, it is absolutely necessary 
that we should have a competent in- 
strument of inquiry along the whole 
line of the many questions which af- 
fect our foreign commerce. 

“I have had in this change of mind, 
none whatever of a change of attitude 
towards the so-called-protection ques- 
tion. That is neither here nor there. 
A. commission such as I have suggested 
would have nothing to do with theories 
of policy. They would deal only with 
facts and the facts which they would 
seek ought to be the actual facts of in- 
dustry and of the conditions of econom- 
ic exchange prevailing in the world, so 
that legislation of every kind that 
touched these matters might be guided 
by the circumstances disclosed in its 
inquiries. « 

Must Get Facts First. 

“I daresay you feel, as I do, that it 
would be folly at this time, or until all 
the altered conditions are clearly un- 
derstood, to attempt to deal with prob- 
lems of foreign commerce by legislation 
and, yet having dealt directly and clear- 
ly with the whole question of unfair 
competition within our own borders, it 
is clear that as soon as we know the 
facts we ought to deal with unfair 
methods of competition as between our 
own nation and others. And this is only 
one of the many things that we would 
probably wish to deal with. The other 
matters I have attempted to indicate in 
my previous letters to you. I am glad 
to supplement that letter by this ex- 


which have been most influential with 
me. 

“You will remember that in my last 
message to Congress Il foreshadowed 
just the conditions which were operat- 
ing in my mind in this matter. The 
passage to which I refer was this: 
Many conditions about which we 
have repeatedly legislated are being al- 
tered from decade to decade, it is evi- 
dent, under our very eyes, and are 
likely to change even more rapidly and 
more radically in the days immediately 
ahead of us, when peace has returned 
to the world and the nations of Europe 
once more take up their tasks of com- 
merce and industry with the energy of 
those who must bestir themselves to 
build anew. 

None Can Forsee Changes. 
“Just what these changes will be no 
one can certainly foresee or confi- 
dentially predict. There are no calcula- 
ble, because no stable, elements in the 
problem. The most we can do is to 
make certain that we have the neces- 
sary instrumentalities of information 
constantly at our service so that we 
may be sure that we know exactly what 
we are dealing with when we come to 
act, if it should be necessary to act at 
all, We must first certainly know what 
it is that we are seeking to adapt our- 
selves to. I may ask the privilege of 
addressing you more at length on this 


| sessions. 

“I need hardly say that I appreciate 
very fully the motives by which you 
are yourself actuated and it is, there- 
fore, with the greater confidence that I 
lay the whole matter thus fully before 
you, Congress has so much to do at the 


ble that it should be able to collect all 


the data which such a commission 
would gather, and I feel that it would 
presently find such a commission indis- 
pensable to it.“ 

In his letter sent to Kitchin Monday 
the President said: 

Jam convinced, as I suppose every 
disinterested person must be, that it 
would be a mistake to provide for such 
& board with the idea of serving any 
particular theory of fiscal policy, What 
we would need would be, above all 
things else, a board as much as possi- 
ble free from any strong prepossession 
in favor of any political policy and capa- 
ble of looking at the whole economic sit- 
vation of the country with a @ispassion- 
ate and disinterested scrutiny. I be- 
eve We could obtain such a board if 
‘the proper legislation were enacted, and 
ft is quite clear to me what the field of
